FINED $200 UNDER 
SMOKE ORDINANCE 


Electric Concern Assessed 
for 10 Violations, Then |* 
Penalty Is Stayed on 
Payment of $130. 


The Emerson Electric Manufac- 
turing Co., 2018 Washington ave- 


nue, was fined $25 on each of 10 
violations of the smoke ordinance 
by City Judge Joseph B. Cantan- 
zaro today, but the court stayed 
the fine upon payment of $100 and 
$30 costs. The company was placed 
on probation for a year. 

The company was cited by the 
City Counselor’s offices, on com- 
plaint of the Smoke Commission- 
er’s office, for emitting dense 
smoke for more than the permitted 
nine minutes, on 10 occasions be- 
tween June 2 and June 26. 

Through its counsel, William 
Dahman, the company pleadei 
guilty, but explained to Judge 
Catanzaro that it has spent $300 
for boiler repairs in an effort to 
remedy the condition, and that no 
violations have been reported re- 
cently. 

“The Emerson firm seriously and 
conscientiously intends to gomply 
with the smoke ordinance,” Dah- 
man said. “We believe we have 
the problem licked now.” 

Before assessing the fine, the 
Court turned to Edward P. Ken- 
nedy, manager of the Smoke Com- 
missioner’s office, and asked if 
he had any recommendation to 
make in the case. Kennedy, who 
has made recommendations in sim- 
lar violations, said he had none, 
and the Court then assessed the 
minimum fine of $25 on each 
charge, staying $15 of this on good 
behavior. 

Kennedy then told the Court this 
would be agreeable to the Smoke 
Commiissioner’s office. The infor- 
mations against the company were 
issued by the City Counselor on 
July 3.

Off Estonia and 3000 
Prisoners — Vague on 


Central Front Battle. 


BERLIN, Oct. 21 (AP).—German 
and Italian troops have captured 


Stalino, 100 miles northwest of 
Rostov, the high command said to- 
day, describing it as “one of the 
most important armament centers 
of the Donets Basin.” 

Alpine deta¢hments were said to 
have taken the city of 455,000 pop- 
ulation, formerly known as Yuzov- 
ka, after German and Italian 
troops had occupied the surround- 
ing area. 

Stalino lies about 70 miles from 
the Donets River, a tributary of | 
the Don. 

Baltic Island Taken. 

The high command in a special 
communique also announced that 
Dago Island had been captured, 
thus wiping out the powerful Rus- 
sian naval and air base on the 
group of islands in the Baltic off 
the Estonian coast, The Germans 
previously had announced capture 
of Osel, Muhu and Vormsi Islands 
in the group. 

The capture of Dago was credited 
to an infantry division which made 
a surprise landing on the southern 
tip Oct. 12. Ten days of stubborn 
fighting followed, during which the 
Germans “systematically combed” 
the island for Red troops, it was 
said. 

Three thousand prisoners were 
taken and six coastal artillery bat- 
teries were silenced, the high com- 
mand said, 

End of One Campaign Phase. 

The high command declared the 
taking of Dago brought to a close 
a phase of the northern campaign 
in which the aim was to defeat 
Russian forces “standing between 
Lakes Ilmen and Peipus, shut off 
the fortress of Leningrad from the 
south and cleanse Estonia and the 
Baltic islands of the enemy.” 

The Germans have captured 
more than 600,000 prisoners and 
captured or destroyed 1581 armored 
vehicles and 4063 guns on this 
front since Aug. 6, when a detailed 
report was last made, the high 
command asserted. 

“Their most important opera- 
tions goal was reached by the en- 
circlement of Leningrad,” the state- 
ment said. “Desperate attempts 
of the Soviet forces enclosed in 
Leningrad to break out were in 
every case warded off with heavy 
losses to the enemy. The essen- 
tial sections of this (German) army 
group and of the air fleet of Col. 
Gen. Kellar for some time have 
already been free and have par- 
ticipated in operations in other 
sectors.” 

Russian General Killed. 

The regular communique said ‘in 
mopping up operations east of 
Bryansk, 210 miles southwest of 
Moscow, “the supreme commander 
of the Soviet Fiftieth Army, Gen.

Nazi troops aimed fierce blows 
at Stalino in the battle for the 
Donets Basin, the broadcast said, 
but intimated that Stalino »ad not 
fallen.

“Our troops are heroically beat- 
ing back enemy attacks at the 
approaches to the town,” the 
broadcast said. “Simultaneously 
the Germans are exerting strong 
pressure at the south of the town, 
Here the enemy has a great nu- 
merical superiority, chiefly im 
tanks.” 

Earlier, informed Londons 
sources had said the Germans were 
apparently about 50 miles from 
Moscow in the Maloyaroslavets 
sector. .

BIG BATTLE ALONG

MOSCOW, Oct. 21 (AP). — All 
official Soviet reports said today 
that an ironclad defense still held 
on the approaches to Moscow. 

The fourth successive Russian 
communique mentioned Mozhaisk, 
57 miles directly west of the cap- 
ital, and Maloyaroslavets, 65 miles 
southwest, and again reverted to 
Kalinin, 95 miles northwest, in 
telling of the areas of severest 
fighting, thus indicating tpat the 
Germans had not advanced appre 
ciably beyond those centers.

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ROOSEVELT GALLS 
ADS ON PROBLEM 
OF GETTING ARMS 
10 REDS QUICKLY 


Head of Mission to Mos- 


cow, Lease-Lend Expedi- 
ter in London, Among 
Those in Series of White 
House Talks. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP).— 
The urgency of getting arms to 
Russia—in quantity and in time— 
stood foremost today among in- 
ternationally touchy problems 
which required the consideration 
of President Roosevelt, who re- 
turned to the capital from a week 
end visit to his home at Hyde 
Park. 

Russian aid figured directly or 
indirectly in a series of White 
House conferences today. One was 
with W. Averell Harriman, just 
beck from Moscow, where he head- 
ed an American mission which 
canvassed Soviet needs for arms 
and war supplies. 

Another was with John Biggers, 
likewise just returned from Eu- 
rope on an assignment as lease- 
lend “expediter” in London. 

The President talked with Har- 
riman yesterday at Hyde Park in 
a three-hour conference in which 
Harry L. Hopkins, who superin- 
tends lease-lend activities for the 
Chief Executive, also participated. 

After the conference, and just 
befofe he boarded a navy plane 
for Washington for parleys with 
State, War and Navy Department 
officials, Harriman informed re- 
porters he had reported to the 
President that he had “great con- 
fidence” in the Russian situation. 
But, while suggesting a possibility 
that he or Roosevelt might have 
a statement to make today, he 
dodged an inquiry whether he 
meant that Russia would continue 
to fight on. 

Although Russia has been pay- 
ing in gold or vital materials for 
help thus far extended by the 
United States, some authorities ex- 
pect the administration to open 
up lend-lease assistance for it un- 
der the $5,985,000,000 appropriation 
pending in the Senate, 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau announced late yesterday 
that the Treasury had bought 
$30,000,000 more of Russian gold 
to provide the Soviets with cash 
to buy war materials in this coun- 
try. He revealed the Russians had 
completed delivery of $10,000,000 
of gold purchased two months ago 
in a similar transaction.

“Equally intense was the fight- 
ing in the direction of Maloyaro- 
slavets,” Tass said. “Here the en- 
emy concentrated fresh tank and 
infantry forces and launched in the 
course of the day (yesterday) sev- 
era] attacks along a highway, try- 
ing to pierce one of our defense 
lines. The attacks were beaten off 
with heavy losses for the enemy.” 

The same dispatch reported the 
Russians had driven the Germans 
from the town of K in furious com- 
bat in the Kalinin sector. Strong 
mechanized and motorized forces 
met in the action. 

Two-Way Attack on Town. 

“During the day one of our units 
succeeded in ousting the enemy by 
a vigorous attack from tbe north- 
eastern part of the t ,” Tass 
said. “By night this unit pressed 
the enemy toward the _ eastern 
bank of river T. A tank unit also 
acted effectively, advancing 
against this town from the south, 
silencing several enemy guns and 
machine guns~ and annihilating 
large numbers of his infantry.” 

Despite adverse weather, the 
Russian air force continued to 
smash at German ground forces 
and according to incomplete fig- 
ures destroyed 108 tanks, 189 
trucks, 42 motorcycles, six tank 
cars and, other equipment in one 
sector alone in the last five days, 
Tass reported. 

Of the Far Northern front, Prav- 
da, Communist Party newspaper, 
said German assault forces had 
lost ground until they found them- 
selves occupying positions no near- 
er that Arctic port than they were 
100 days ago. Pravda asserted 
that the failure to smash on into 
Murmansk by Oct. 1 forced the 
Nazi commander to cancel ar- 
rangements for a victory feast at 
Murmansk’s Arctika Hotel.

STEEL OUTPUT 


Governor Appeals to Roosevelt to ‘End An- 
archy’ After 20,000 Are Made Idle 
in Birmingham District. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 {(AP).— 
Iron and steel fabricating plants, | 
many with defense orders, were 
closing m the Birmingham (Ala.) 
area today as a strike at an in- 
dustrial gas plant cut off fuel 
supplies, “ 
Industrial sources estimated ap- 
proximately 20,000 workmen in the 
district were idle due to strikes 
and shutdowns brought by the in- 
dustrial gas curtailment. Other 
plants faced closing due to a coal 
shortage, unless a strike of United 
Mine Workers of America (CIO) 
is settled within two weeks. 

Gov. Frank Dixon telegraphed 
an appeal to President Roosevelt 
to “end lawlessness and anarchy 
brought on by irresponsibility and 
lack of patriotism in the emergen- 
cy on the part of certain elements 
of leadership of labor, mostly im- 
ported.” . 
Shortage of-industrial gas which 
followed the strike of 800 Sloss- 
Sheffieid Steel & Iron Co, furnace 
and by-products plant employes, 
forced the Birmingham Gas Co. 
today to shut off mains supply- 
ing more than 20 industries in the 
area. 

These included plants making 
shells and bombs and numerous 
other critical ordnance items. 

Some of Plants Closed. 

Plants closed today included 
Stockham Pipe & Fittings Co., with 
1500 employes, engaged in shell 
manufacture; American Cast Iron 
Pipe Co., 1500 employes and largest 
of its type in the wordl; U. S. Pipe 
& Foundry Co., North Birmingham 
plant, 400 employes, and numerous 
smaller foundries. 
William. H. Ivey, State Labor 
Commissioner, said the closed shop 
was a principal issue in the strike 
at Sloss-Sheffield, where employes 
are members of the chemical divi- 
sion of the UMWA.

Rail Arbitration Refused. 

Fourteen railroad unions with 
900,000 members rejected an offer 
by President Roosevelt’s fact-find- 
ing board to arbitrate the wage 
dispute between the carriers and 
1,260,000 organized employes, a 
spokesman announced today. 

Frank L, Mulholland, counsel for 
the 14 non-operating brotherhoods, 
in announcing the rejection: said 
“we have gone this far under the 
statutory procedure. If we had 
wanted to arbitrate we would have 
accepted arbitration long ago. Con- 
gress imposed this procedure un- 
der the Railway Labor Act and we 
intend to go ahead and see how it 
works.” 

Five operating brotherhoods, 
with 360,000 members, turned down 
the arbitration offer yesterday.

Rostov’s Early Fall Expected. 

Military commentators said Ros- 
tov might soon become a pivotal 
point for a gigantic new encircle- 
ment movement to take the Donets 
Basin. 

There were strong. indications 
that the Germans expected the 
early fall not only of Rostov but 
also of Kharkov, a city of more 
than 800,000 and the chief indus- 
trial. center of the Donets valley. 
Kharkov is 225 miles airline north- 
west of Rostov. — 

Nazis asserted the capture of 
Rostov would sever the main link 
between Russian troops in the 
Caucasus and the Soviet armies 
of the North—the railway line 
from Moscow to the Caspian port 
of Baku. The railway is .doubly 
important because it continues 
southward from Baku to Iran, the 
back door supply route to the So- 
viet opened up by the recent Brit- 
ish-Russian occupation of that 
country. 

Rostov, a city of 520,000 at the 
mouth of the. Don, is a busy com- 
mercial center and a major ship- 
ping point for wheat and other 
products of Southeastern Russia. 
The city also has large distilling, 
tobaccé and iron industries. 

Dienst aus Deutschland, author- 
itative commentary, said opera- 
tions now under way in the vicin- 
ity of Rostov undoubtedly would 
lead to “especially important re- 
sults.” ; 

Little News of Central Front. 

Dispatches from the front were 
devoted mainly to the situation on 
the southern flank. They spoke 
only in general terms of develop- 
ments in the central sector, where 
mechanized forces of Gens. Gude- 
rian, Hoth and Hoeppner were re- 
ported pushing ahead in the region 
around Moscow, followed closely by 
motorized infantry and artillery. 

Dienst aus Deutschland observed 
that mention of attacks on strongly 
fortified lines had occurred so fre- 
quently of late in German military 
reports that it could be assumed 
fighting actually was going on 
within “Moscow's fortification 
zone.”

NEW SOVIET WAR CAPITAL 
APPARENTLY 1S KUIBYSHEY, 
650 MILES FROM MOSCOW 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP). 
HE new war-time capital of 
Russia apparently is Kuiby- 


lation on the east bank of the 
Volga, 550 miles east and slight- 
ly south of Moscow. 

A dispatch from Kuibyshev 
last night announced the estab- 
lishment of the United States 
embassy there, with the arrival 
of Ambassador Laurence 4A. 
Steinhardt and a group of 
American newspaper. corre- 
spondents. 

The city is an important man- 
ufacturing center on the Turk- 
sib railway, which runs from 
Moscow to Tashkent, in South 
Central Asia, and is connected 
by a branch line with the more 
northerly ‘Trans-Siberian rail- 
way. The terrain is generally 
treeless; the climate is charac- 
terized by bitter winds and 
temperature extremes. 


POLISH MINISTER-IN-EXILE DIES 


Dr. Herman Lieberman Imprisoned 
Under Pilsudski. 
LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).—Dr. 
Herman Lieberman, 71 years old, 
Minister’ of Justice in the Polish 
Government-in-exile Cabinet, died 
here today. 
A Socialist leader and lawyer, he 
was imprisoned by the Government 
of Marsha] Joseph Pilsudski for 
charging dictatorship after the 
Brestlitovsk trials of 1931.

Order Also Prohibits Met- 
al’s Use Next Year in 
Manufacture of 100 
Common Articles. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP),— 
Effective Nov. 1, the use of copper 
will be forbidden in all non-defense 
building construction. 

Donald M. Nelson, Director of | 
Priorities, issued the necessary or- 
der yesterday, and one defense of- 
ficial termed it the “toughest” de- 
fense restriction yet imposed to 
conserve the supply of a strategic 


metal for arms production. 

The order exempted only copper 
used for electric wiring, for equip- 
ment exposed to corrosive action 
of special kind, hydro-electric 
plants and contracts of Govern- 
ment defense agencies which speci- 
fy copper. 5 

100 Articles Barred. 

In addition to the Nov. 1 bar, the 
order prohibited the use of copper 
next year in the manufacture of 
more than 100 common .§ articles 
ranging from dress accessories and 
kitchen utensils to barrel hoops 
and caskets. 

The order declared that between 
now and Jan, 1, 1942, the amount 
of copper in the list of 100 articles 
must be restricted to 60 per cent 
of the amount used in a 1940 base 
period. It prohibited the use of 
any copper in these articles, except 
for non-decorative plating, after 
Jan. 1, 1942; and reduced to 70 per 
cent of a 1940 base period the 
amount of copper in all items not 
listed. The order applies to any 
metal alloy containing 50 per cent 
or more of copper. » 

Officials said the order was the 
first of its kind prohibiting the use 
of a basic material in the manu- 
facture of articles common to 
civilian use since the Government 
began conserving for the defense 
effort. 


Demand Exceeds Supply. 


OPM said that the reason for 
the order was “readily apparent” 
in supply and demand figures for 
October, 1941. The total copper 
demand for the month, he said, 
was 259,479 short tons, of which 
144,430 short tons was needed by 
the army, navy, lease-lend and 
other defense agencies. Total pro- 
duction for the month, including 
domestic, foreign and scrap, was 
said to be 138,700 tons. 

“Every effort for expansion of 
supply is being made by the Of- 
fice of Production Management,” 


‘| OPM ‘said, “including’ exploration 


for new deposits. An addition of 
10 per cent to the million tons to 
be produced domestically for 1942 
is about the expected limit.” Im- 
ports of copper for next year are 
expected to total approximately 
| 600,000 tons. 

The expected demand for de- 
fense and civilian consumption in 
1942 was listed at 2,400,000 tons. 
On the basis of estimated produc- 
tion figures, OPM said, this would 
leave an indicated shortage of 
about 700,000 tons. 


All Building Not Barred. 

Nelson also said that the board’s 
recent order restricting private 
building construction was not a 
blanket stop order and that struc- 
tures which do not involve the use 
of such critical materials as steel, 
copper and brass could be erected 
as freely as a year ago. 

In reply to a request from Sen- 
ator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, for 
clarification of the order, Nelson 
wrote: 

“Such basic building materials 
as lumber, brick, stone, mortar, 
concrete and the. various clay prod- 
ucts are not particularly scarce, 
are not under priority control and 
hence may be obtained freely for 
any building job whatever.” 

Under the policy laid down last 
week, the Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board announced that 
no public or private construction 
using steel, copper, brass, bronze, 
aluminum and other similar criti- 
cal materials could be started dur- 
ing the emergency unless they 
were necessary for national de- 


fense or to the heglth and. safety 
of the people.

LONDON, Oct., 21 (AP).—Bre 
men, Wilhelmshaven and Emden 
were bombed heavily last night by 
Royal Air Force crews reopening 
their offensive against Germany 
after three nights of idleness be- 
cause of bad -weather, official 
sources said today. 

Nine British bombers are miss- 
ing from the attacking force, 
which these sources described as 
strong. 

Authorities issued this state- 
ment: Me 

“Bremen was the main target. 
Wilhelmshaven and Emden were 
also strongly attacked and there 
were several minor raids at other 
points. 

“The force of the bomber com- 
mand engaged was a strong one— 
more than seven times the size of 
the German force operating 
against this country during the 
night.” ont 

Big formations of British bomb- 
ers roared eastward across the 
English Channel at noon today. 

Returning later, after a sweep 
over Northern France, they report- 
ed 12 German fighters brought 
down. The British admitted loss 
of three bombers and nine 
fighters. 

Two American Eagle Squadron 
pilots disrupted traffic onan im- 
portant railway near Abbeville 
with cannon fire during the sweep, 
the Air Ministry said. 

They were Pilot Officers M. W. 
Fessler, 25 years old, Los Altos, 
Cal., and Charles Wallace Tribken, 
.28, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

German air attacks last night 
were centered on Merseyside, the 
port and shipbuilding area of Liv- 
erpool, and North Wales. 

While the Government said only 
small numbers of raiders were ac- 
tive, and the attacks ceased be- 
fore midnight, damage was caused 
at several places and casualties in- 
cluded a small number of persons 
killed. 

It was the first time since mid- 
summer that the Merseyside area 
had been visited by more than one 
or two raiders. 


Reich Reports Casualties, Damage 
From R. A. F. Raids. 

BERLIN, Oct. 21 (AP).—The 
German high command’s report on 
the aerial war with Britain last 
night said: 

“The air force attacked the im- 
portant supply harbor of Liverpool, 
as well as harbors and other vital 
war facilities on the English east 
and southeast coasts. 

“British bombers dropped incen- 
diaries and explosives on several 
localities in northwestern and west- 
ern Germany. There were dead 
and wounded among the civilian 
population. There also was some 
property damage. Four of the at- 
tacking planes were shot down.”

Yesterday Isador Lubin, Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics, told the 
that Canada’s recent 
extension of its price and wage 
controis does not justify universal 
control of prices, wages and rents 
in this country. 

In the first place, he said, Can- 
ada has achieved almost full em- 
ployment of both its manpower 
and resources and, in the second, 
Canada was devoting 46 cents of 
every dollar it produced to its war 
effort, whereas less than 20 per 
cent of this country’s national in- 
come is going for defense. 

Lubin also pointed out that Can- 
ada’s control of wages, chiefly 
through a system of bonuses based 
on cost of living increases, was 
handled through an agency entire- 
ly separate from that which fixes 
prices. 

Several members of the commit- 
teé have contended that the action 
of the Canadian Government, 
which thus far has limited its price

67500 BAIL FOR MAN 
WHO CHAINED HIS WIFE 


Farmer Held on Two Charges, 
One Made by 3 -Section 
Hands. | 


VANDALIA, Ill., Oct. 21 (AP).— 
State’s Attorney Robert Burnside 
has charged Neal Cahoon, 62 years 
old, with falsely imprisoning his 
wife, Rosie, 19, by chaining her 
to a bed in their Fayette County 
farm home near here. 

The charge filed late yesterday 
was based on a complaint signed 
by Sheriff C. F. Cheshier, who re- 
ported he found the young woman, 
mother of a 2-month-old baby, 
bound to the bed by log chains 
around her neck and ankles. 
Cheshier made the discovery 
when he went to the farm home 
to make an investigation after ar- 
resting Cahoon on a charge of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon. He 
said he found the baby lying on 
the bed beside the young woman 
and their clothing was locked in 
acorn crib. All the windows were 
boarded up and the house pad- 
locked. 

The assault charge, the Sheriff 
said, was filed by three railroad 
section hands who accused Cahoon 
of forcing them to sign a written 
statement that they had been in- 
timate with his wife. 

Cheshier related the young 
woman did not appear alarmed 
and he quoted her as saying her 
husband “always chained me up 
when he went away for fear I 
would run off.” Cahoon gave him 
the same reason for chaining her, 
the Sheriff said. 

Mrs, Cahoon refused to prose- 
cute her husband and objected to 
any action being taken against 
him. 

Cahoon is in the Fayette County 
jail in lieu of $1000 bail on the 
assault charge and $1500 bail on 
the charge of false imprisonment. 
His arraignment on the latter 
charge was scheduled late this aft- 
ernoon.

OPM MEN TO TOUR 
U. S. IN THREE RED, 
WHITE, BLUE TRAINS 


To Interview Manufacturers, 
Show Them Defense Equip- 
ment Country Needs.

Co. of Cleveland has been held in- 
valid by United States District 
Judge John Biggs Jr.. of Wilming- 
ton, Del., it was announced there 
yesterday. : 

After a Federal Court ruling in 
New York in 1939 stopped collec- 
tion of royalty fees from manufac- 
turers of croquignole waving 
equipment, Charles F. Carrol, own- 
er of the Philad company, sought 
to collect license fees from the 
hairdressers. It was his theory 
that the beauty shop owners had 
been paying more than the license 
fee in the price charged by manu- 
facturers for the equipment, 

Conferences were held here, 
with the hairdressers balking at 
the suggested license payments, 
Finally the association and Fred 
the Hair Stylist of New York filed 
the suit in Delaware, contending 
the patent was invalid and that 
the Philad company was using it 
to bring suit against members of 
the association to force license 
payments.

It is worse than futile to read the 
war news from overseas and con- 
clude that each temporary check 
to the would-be world conqueror 
relieves us of the need to provide 
fully for our own national defense.” 

Hull reminded the committee of 
the warning he uttered last Oct. 26, 
when he said “should the would-be 
conquerors gain control of other 
continents, they would next con- 
centrate on perfecting their con- 
trol of the seas, of the air above 
the seas, and of the world’s econ- 
omy; they might then be able with 
ships and with planes to strike the 
communications lines,/ the com- 
merce and the life of this hemi- 
sphere; and ultimately we might 
find ourselves compelled to fight 
on our own soil, under our own 
skies, in defense of our independ- 
ence and our very life.” 

In the months which have 
elapsed since these words were 
spoken, Hull continued, Hitler and 
his satellites have gained control 
of most of the European continent 
and “are already seeking control 
of the sea.” |

“The conviction that the Atlan- 
tic approaches to the Western 
Hemisphere are under attack no 
longer rests on inference. The at- 
tack is continuous; there is reason 
to believe that it will steadily in- 
crease in strength and intensity.” 

Cites World War Course. 

When the United States adopted 

the Neutrality Act in an effort 


to avoid incidents such as those 


which preceded this conutry’s en- 
try into the first World War, Hull 
said, “there was no waiving of 
our right to take the fullest meas- 
ures needed for self defense on 
land and sea if the tide of conquest 
should move in our direction.” 

“The tide has so moved.” 

Advocates of delivering the goods 
to Britain now claim a one-vote 
margin within the committee for 
nullification of the act’s prohibi- 
tions against both ship arming 
and also against the operation of 
American merchantmen to bellig- 
erent ports. 

George Predicts Repeal. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
Saw likelihood that the Kearny in- 
cident might bring repeal of all 
restrictive phases of the Neutrality 
Act. 

The former chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
predicted in an interview that the 
committee probably would go be- 
yond the recently passed House 
measure. 

“It is now likely,” he added, 
“that the Senate will repeal addi- 
tional parts, or perhaps all, of the 
Neutrality Act,:except those which 
permit the Government to license 
the sale and export of arms and 
munitions. 

“If that part of the act is lifted 
to permit United States merchant- 
men to go into belligerent ports, I 
fee] certain that our navy will con- 
voy the ships to their destinations.” 

Nullification Proposals. 

Senators Pepper (Dem.), Hor- 
ida, and Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
told reporters they were confident 
that repeal of most of the Neu- 
trality Act would be approved by 
the committee and later by the 
Senate. 

Pepper and Lee joined with Sen- 
ator Green (Dem.), Rhode Island, 
yesterday in, proposing nullifica- 
tion of all of(the act’s provisions 
except that giving the President 
control over munitions exports. 

Their measure was introduced 
shortly after three Republicans— 
Senators Gurney, South Dakota; 
Bridges, New Hampshire, and Aus- 
tin, Vermont, had laid before the 
Senate a resolution which would 
wipe out the entire act. 

Bridges sat in for a time on the 
Senate Committee meeting. He 
told reporters afterward: 

“I think the administration's 
strategy for the moment is to re- 
strict the legislation to arming 
ships. But we will insist that the 
committee vote on the question of 
complete repeal. There will be 
substantial support for that move, 
but I don’t know whether we can 
win.”

wife, Sylvia. 

They were seated in the Alt- 
schuler car when the gunmen ap- 
proached, ordered the chauffeur to 
lie down, and demanded, “give us 
everything you've got.”

Wants to Fight Louis. 
“Lem is the logical No. 1 chal- 
lenger,” Hurley declared. “We 
want an immediate fight with Joe 
Louis,” he added, “and if the New 
York Commission won’t agree to 
that, we'll fight any contender or 
contenders the commission names 
—and what’s more, we'll guaran- 
tee to knock them out, not just de- 
feat them.” 

This was the 24-year-old Cleve- 
lander’s twenty-fifth knockout in 
33 professional fights. 

The fight was Franklin’s all the 
way. Striking with lightning-like 
precision, Lem didn’t give the slow- 
moving Simon a chance. Franklin 
beat him to the canvas early in 
the first period and was on his 
way to another knockdown when 
the bell rang. 

He scored another knokdown in 
the second. His opponent seemed 
helpless, but try as he might, Lem 
couldn’t finish him off 

Simon stuck on his feet through- 
out the third round. In the fourth, 
Franklin. pounded him all over the 
ring before he finally fell near the 
end of the round. The giant got 
to his feet at the count of nine, 
just before the bell sounded end- 
ing the round. 

Franklin was in for the kill in 
the fifth, hitting him with terrific 
rights and lefts before the referee 
finally halted proceedings.

Submarine Not Identified.

The flight back from Britain to 
the United States convinced Maj. 
Bryan that air travel between the 
continents is “here to stay.” 

“It took me 13 days to reach Lis- 
bon by boat when I first went to 
Europe,” he said. “It took less 
than two days to return by air.”

operating in a ferry service for of- 
ficials traveling between the Unit- 
ed States and England. 

Secret Radio Devices. 

Maj. Bryan declined to discuss 
the findings of his study of the 
R. A. F.’s use of radio, except to 
say that the British have a num- 
ber of secret radio devices, “radio 
is playing a vital part in aerial war- 
fare,” and he found the British 
system of training radio techni- 
cians very similar to that em- 
ployed at Scott Field. The British 
and American air forces, working 
separately, had devised virtually 
the same radio training courses, 
he said. ° 

As a result of a growing short- 
age of technically trained men in 
England, he added, standards for 
admission to radio and other 
schools there are now being grad- 
ually lowered to assure sufficient 
personnel. 

His most delightful experience 
returning to Scott Field, Maj. Bry- 
an said, was “seeing two smiling 
eggs at breakfast.” His ration 
book in England called for one egg 
in two months, he said, and he 
never managed to get ‘that. He 
lost five pounds during his mis- 
sion, but said that the British peo- 
ple “seem to be holding up fine, 
and aren’t grumbling or grousing.”

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LONDON WORKERS TAKE 
PLEA FOR A NEW FRONT 
DIRECT TO CHURCHILL 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).— 
A resenting ni delegation rep- 


resenting nine London fac- 

tories went to No. 10 Down- 
ing Street ‘today to present to 
Prime Minister Churchill a reso- 
lution declaring “our determi- 
nation to support the strongest 
measures for opening of a 
front in the West” against Ger- 
many. 

The resolution asked for the 
removal of Lieut, Col. J. T. C. 
Moore-Brabazon, Minister of 
Aircraft Production; Lord Hali- 
fax, Ambasador to Washington, 
and others who “displayed hes- 
itation.” 

Meanwhile, a large section of 
the press continued to demand 
that the Government take defi- 
nite steps to open a diversion 
front,

Modern equip- 
ment requires time to design and 
produce, and once it is produced, 
more time is required to train 
troops in its technical and prac 
tical uses, 


Improvised arrangements made 
at short notice can only lead to 
the shortage of equipment, the pro- 
duction of inferior articles and the 
unskillful handling of weapons and 
vehicles on the battlefield. There 
in the commander-in-chief's own 
words is the whole indictment, not 
only of the past campaign, but of 
those who would wish us to rush 
into another ill-considered adven- 
ture. 


Apart from vital lessons for the 
present and future, Lord Gort’s 
dispatches show other mistakes.

Hope of French Labor Battalion 


Prisoners Rests on U. S. and Britain 


Former Member of French Foreign Legion 
Tells of Effort to Escape, and of Landing 


in Moroccan Prison. 


By PETER MICHEL

SCAPE from the French For- 
b eign Legion is difficult. It was 

even harder to get away after 
my company of Legionnaires had 
been tricked into signing up for 
a labor battalion when we thought 
we were signing demobilization 
papers. Our first assignment was 
at El Hajeb, an isolated spot west 
of Fez in French Morocco. Miser- 
able pay—equivalent to 3 cents a 
day—and horrible living conditions 
were a constant spur to thoughts 
of escape. 

An English Corporal, who for- 
merly served in the Foreign Le- 
gion, was the first to give me a 
tip on how I might get free from 
the Vichy Frenchmen controlling 
North Africa. 

He gave me the addréss of a 
young French officer who agreed 
to take me to Casablanca and 
from there by ship to South 
Africa. The price was 3000 francs 
—about $60—a sum impossible for 
me to obtain. So I gave up that 
method. 

From another source, however, 
I received a second tip, so I 
sneaked away from the El Hajeb 
camp and made my way to Fez. 
I wandered through the ancient 
crowded city until I found a per- 
fume shop I'd been told about. 

The password was: “Je viens 
de la part de Briton.” (Mr. Briton 
sent me.) 


Promise of Freedom. 


An elderly man began question- 
ing me as soon as I gave him the 
password. Finally he was con- 
vinced that I was no stool pigeon 
and told me to meet Lieut. X at 
a certain hotel the next morning. 

“He'll be informed about every- 
thing,” the perfume shopkeeper 
said. “He'll take you to Gibraltar 
by plane.” 

I was thrilled at the prospect. 
The flight was to cost nothing 
and I would be free to join the 
British in fighting Nazism. 

The next morning I went to the 
appointed hotel, I was arrested 
the moment I walked in. My 
Lieutenant of the air corps had 
been arrested the same morning. 
I got off with a comparatively 
light prison term. 

of course, I was disappointed 
to see my escape chances go 
glimmering, but I still was able 
to laugh at the way the prison 
warden greeted me. At first he 
refused me admission because I 
had been demobilized and was 
only in the labor corps. This wag

The two gendarmes who had me | 
in custody pleaded with him to 
take me in; they didn’t know what 
to do with me if he didn’t. Final- 
ly he gave in, and I was pushed 
into a tiny cell with some barred 
air holes.

it possible for me to be free eight 
days later. I was freed, but sent 
back to my work battalion at El 
Hajeb., 

In a preceding article I de- 
scribed how we were shipped from 
El Hajeb to Bou Arfa, on the edge 
of the Sahara, to help build the 
trans-Saharan ratlway, which Hit- 
ler and Petain are pushing as a 
strategic link from North Africa 
to Dakar, 


There are 6500 foreigners work- 
ing in Morocco under the French 
whip, mostly on the railway. About 
2500 are from Central European 
countries and ,4000 are Spanish 
Loyalists. At Bou Arfa, where I 
was stationed, there are 300 men. 
Colomb Bechar has 500. Other en- 
campments are Oued Akreuch, No- 
mod, Onazart and Sefront. 

The intellectual level of my camp 
comrades was extremely high. One 
was a well-known European statis- 
tician, another a famous Hamburg 
surgeon, ‘one a popular novelist 
from Prague, one a Danzig lawyer. 

Once a Moroccan resident with 
great prestige among the French 
authorities tried to use his influ- 
ence in favor of the novelist. At 
once the novelist was put to even 
harder labor. 

The lawyer from Danzig dared 
once to talk back to our Captain. 
Immediately he was sent off to the 
disciplinary camp and his head 
shaved like a dangerous criminal'’s. 
Faith in Britain. 

Among my comrades there were 
two ,eneral attitudes after months 
of imprisonment in the labor 
camps: 

Some were undiscouraged, and 
kept faith that a British victory 
would free them or that a visa for 
the United States would be forth- 
coming. 

The rest were broken physically 
and psychologically. They became 
indifferent to everything, All hope 
that they would ever get out of 
Bou Arfa or North Africa was gone. 


There were many tragic cases. I 
remember one particularly. A young 
fellow had put all his faith in an 
uncle living in the United States, 
hoping he would send an affidavit 
promising financial support so he 
could be admitted. When word 
came through that the uncle re- 
fused to sign such a document, his 
depection was boundless. 

While we were working in the 
broiling heat, two topics came up 
constantly: Food and the future.

RAZIL has complacently assumed the No, 1 position in South 

America at the southern end of the “Washington-Rio Axis.” 

And Brazil is taking advantage of the financial and_ political 
backing of the United States for an aggressive diplomatic policy, 
weaving a sanitary cordon around Argentina which possibly includes 
a, military alliance with Bolivia, Paraguay and Chile to choke off 
war-preaching Argentine nationalists in case these. should seize power. 


Encirclement of a possibly na- 
tionalist Argentina stems basically 
from non-action by Washington. 
Brazil feels that Washington's 
policy toward Argentina is one of 
appeasement. Brazil figures that 
political difficulties in Argentina 
have robbed Argentina of a gov- 
ernment and that what government 
there is favors the nationalists. If 
despite nationalist threat to peace 
in the Americas, Washington con- 
tinues its. appeasement with no 
frowns on the nationalists in Ar- 
géntina,' then Brazil must act on 
its own, 


Spread of Influence. 


Brazil's aggressive spreading of 
its influence proceeds apace and 
rumors of the military alliance are 
insistent in Rio. It is supposed to 
have been agreed to between. Dr. 
Getulio Vargas, President of Brazil, 
and the leaders of Bolivia and 
Paraguay on Vargas’ airplane trip 
to those two countries. late last 
July. The pact—if there is one—is 
(supposedly again) extensive to 
Chile, and Oswaldo Aranha, Brazil- 
ian Foreign Minister, will carry it 
with him on his official visit to 
Chile next month, it is said. 

Brazil refuses to extend the 
Washington-Rio axis to Buenos 
Aires. The question was put point- 
blank to Brazil’s soft-spoken dicta- 
tor, Vargas, by Fernando Ortiz 
Echague, able Washington cor- 
respondent of La Nacion of Buenos 
Aires. 

Does the Washington-Rio axis 
extend further south? 

President Vargas replied that all 
American countries are equal in 


the American family of nations. , 


This tongue-in-cheek reply was ac- 
cepted by Brazilian and Argentine 
observers as a pointed refusal to 
smooth the way for Argentina with 
the Uni States. If Argentina 
wanted to join the American axis, 
let Argentina mend its ways. 


Ortiz Echague understood, for 
he filed a dispatch from Rio de 
Janeiro warning that unanimous 
pan-American opinion considers 
Argentina low man on a *totem 
pole. In other words, Argentina 
could always be relied on _ to 
block Pan-American agreements. 


For Bolivia and Paraguay. 


Bolivia and Paraguay have now 
been *enfolded in Brazil's ample 
affections. Because of Bolivia’s 
partial dependence and Paraguay’s 
complete dependence on the River 
Plate estuary controlled by Ar- 
gentina, these two landlocked 
tountries have been longtime 
swains of Argentina. Their court- 
ing has netted them little.

Criticism of the Citizens’ Committee for 
Industrial Americanism. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ORMATION of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee for Industrial Americanism in 8t. 

Louis has recently been announced, and 
by means of newspaper ads and flyers, 
“American wage-earners” have been 
asked to indicate their willingness “to 
stamp out un-American practices and 
activities” by sending to the office of 
the new organization their names, ad- 
dresses and the “name of firm where 
employed.” 

The public statements of the Indus- 
trial Americanism Committee are direct- 
ed chiefly against Communism and 
unions it believes controlled by Com- 
munists. The committee has not stated 
what industrial Americanism stands for, 
though certainly conclusions as to its 
probable program may be drawn from 
(1) its source of funds, “an anonymous 
retired business man”; (2) its announce- 
ment of opposition to “radical agitators,” 
as well as Communists, Nazis and 
Fascists; (3) its request for “name of 
firm where employed.” 

The St. Louis Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee recognizes, is even ready to defend, 
the rights of all groups, including the 
organizers of the new Industrial Amer- 
icanism Committee, to express and dis- 
seminate their views on controversial is- 
sues. The Civil Liberties Committee feels, 
however, that the right of workers to 
organize unions without fear of discrim- 
ination, another civil right "which it is 
ready to defend, is threatened by the pro- 
gram of the new organization, and wishes 
to point this out particularly to those 
workers who are considering signing up 
with it. 

Also,. the Civil Liberties Committee 
wishes to remind all citizens of St. Louis 
that the Department of Justice has re- 
peatedly stated its opposition to the for- 
mation of self-appointed groups of pri- 
vate citizens to cope with “the foreign 
agent, the saboteur and the subverter.” 
The department maintains that investiga- 
tion will be more efficient and civil lib- 
erties will be better protected if this 
function is left to the constituted author- 
ities. 

To quote from a talk by Robert C. 
Herndon of the FBI at a meeting of the 
Associated Industries of Missouri last 
June, “Detection of fifth columnists and 
saboteurs is a job for trained law en- 
forcement officers and not for vigi- 
lantes.” 

For these reasons, the St. Louis Civil 
Liberties Committee believes that the 
program of the Citizens’ Committee for 
Industrial Americanism does not merit 
the co-operation of “American wage- 
earners.”

there are obstructionist employers whose actions 
handicap the defense program just as jurisdictional 
squabbles at armaments plants handicap it. 

A flagrant instance of employer obstructionism 
was described in a Washington dispatch to the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. The case is that of Air 
Associates, Inc., makers of essential airplane parts, 
at Bendix, N. J. Its president, F. Leroy “Hill, is an 
industrialist of the old school, who has had a pro- 
longed wrangle with the CIO United Automobile 
Workers in his plant, and has now decided to defy 
the National Defense Mediation Board by refusing to 
comply. with its order, except on his own terms. The 
Mediation Board was trying only to keep the plant, 
open so that it may continue its vital work while 
negotiations continue, but the management's attitude 
blocks this. 

The union is ready to comply with the board’s 
recommendations, but Hill maintains his stub- 
porn stand. The Mediation Board has issued a 
scathing rebuke to the management, and has turned 
the matter over to the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment, which means that the President may now 
step in and order the plant taken over, as he did in 
the similar case a few months ago at the Federal 
Shipbuilding Co. of Kearny, N. J. 

The Air Associates plant has $5,000,000 worth of 
contracts to furnish parts to airplane factories all 
over the country. The disastrous effects on plane 
manufacture of a prolonged ishutdown at this key 
plant can readily be imagined. In these circum- 
stances, the Mediation Board is more than justified 
in saying the management “has not exhibited... 
that attitude of co-operation to which the public is 
entitled on the part of a company whose operations 


“are essential to the defense of the nation.” 


Does this employer, who is charged with refusal to 
bargain collectively, not realize that the Wagner 
Act is the law of the land? Does he not realize that 
the country faces a defense emergency in which 
every minute’s delay in plane manufacture is costly, 
not only to ourselves but to the anti-Hitler nations 
that we have undertaken to keep supplied with the 
necessities of war? 
The stubborn management at Bendix merits the 
same public condemnation that has been poured upon 
labor leaders who authorized selfish and senseless 
defense strikes. : 

Meanwhile, Hitler must be saying to himself, “It 
is to laugh.” 
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NAZI PROPAGANDA PUZZLE. 

Another German, this time a General, has been 
assassinated in Occupied France. He was Gen. Holtz, 
commandant of the Nantes area. His assailant 
escaped, and the Nazis have announced that there 
will be reprisals. . ? 

This is getting to be a familiar pattern. But there 
is one puzzling aspect to it. News of these violent 
protests against the invaders comes with amazing 
frequency from points under the thumb of thé Ger- 
man censors, or, as was the case of the Holtz dis- 
patch, from Vichy, which to almost all intents and 
purposes is under Nazi control. : 

Why should it suit the purposes of the Nazi 
propagandists to release this kind of newa? Do they 
feel they had better release the stories themselves 
in the first place, rather than let them seep across 
the borders to & place like Bern since, in the seeping 
process, they might be considerably magnified? 

Or are they eager to have this sort of thing get out 
in the hope that the news of their harsh reprisals 
may give pause to those who may be fomenting un- 
rest from England and other places beyond German 
control? 
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FROM GOOD DEBTOR TO BAD ACTOR. 

Somewhere on the Karelian Isthmus lies the 
corpse of a noble reputation. There erstwhile “poor 
little Finland,” by rejecting a British proposal to 
make peace with Russia on the basis of its former 
1939 boundaries, has taken on the new charac- 
ter of aggressor and “ally of the Axis.” In its new 
role, it no longer receives supplies and food formerly 
sent by this country. 

Probably no other event in this surprising and 
unpredictable conflict has so dumfounded the Amer- 
ican people as Finland’s reversal of form. The 
promptness with which, every December and June, 
it met its war debt obligations endeared Finland to 
us at a time when our other debtors were defaulting 
by the dozen. (That Finland was virtually the only 
one of them with the dollar exchange to pay, thanks 
to the large favorable balance of trade which it en- 
joyed with America, was not mentioned.) 

Thus, when the Russo-Finnish war began in 
December, 1939, our sympathies for Finland were, 
in Scriptural measure, to the brim and running 
over. When the President condemned the Russian 
attack as wanton and lawless aggression, he voiced 
the angry sentiments of all the American people. 
Finland’s credit rating stood it in good stead then. 
The $4,800,000 it had paid on its World War debt 
came back many fold. Congress authorized a loan 
to Finland of $35,000,000, and of this more than 
$23,000,000 was actually spent. 

Looking at the 1939 conflict through a haze of 
blurred emotions and across 3000 miles of ocean, 
Americans reduced it to the terms of a schoolyard 
squabble "with the bully picking on the smallest 
member of the class. As subsequent events have 
shown, that view was a grave over-simplification 
and distortion of the complex military, political, 
geographical and economic factors involved.

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CANADA SHOWS THE WAY, 
Canada has shown the way for the House Banking 


with a weak, incomplete price-control bill which 
would put a roof over some commodities, but none 
over wages and almost none over farm products or 
rents. oti 

Sweeping regulations over both prices and wages 
were imposed the other day by our Northern neigh- 
bor. Prices of all goods were pegged to the period of 
Sept. 15-Oct. 11, and employers are henceforth barred | 
from increasing basic wage rates without permission. 
However, whenever a rise in the cost of living makes 
it necessary, employers must pay workers a bonus in 
an amount determined quarterly by the Government. 

This general price-and-wage ceiling resembles 
closely that repeatedly recommended by Bernard 
Baruch and others. 

In Canada also there was dispute over the nature 
and extent of the controls necessary to prevent infla- 
tion. Ottawa's Department of Finance, whose view 
finally prevailed, urged the over-all price-and-wage 
ceiling, while the Canadian Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board held out for a “selective” program, like 
.that of Leon Henderson, whereby prices of individual 
commodities are fixed whenever a rise occurs or 
seems imminent. — 

Half-measures, Canada evidently discovered, are 
not enough. The example of our neighbor, which 
knows from experience what the full impact of a 
wartime economy really is, should be influential with 
those in this country who still believe inflation can 
be checked by controlling only one-half or one-third 
of the elements responsible for price rises. 

All that such a system would do, as Representative 
Monroney (Dem.) ‘of Oklahoma said the other day, 
“would be to let the administrator stand on the side- 
lines and wave at these prices as they went by.” 
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IN BEHALF OF THE STATE PATRUL. 

Attorney General McKittrick’s ruling that the 
State Highway Patrol is without police authority 
except to enforce traffic laws has served one good 
purpose. It has brought to light a thousand and one 
reasons why such a narrow view of the patrol’s rights 
and responsibilities should not prevail. 

The Junior Chamber of Commerce of Mexico, Mo., 
offers the latest. It said the other day: 

We recognize the imperative necessity for the 
operation of the Missouri State Highway Patrol 
as a state-wide police patrol, that criminals may 
not escape by crossing a county line. We de- 
plore any attempt to reduce the powers and du- 
ties of the patrol and so aid criminals and law- 
breakers. 

The rest of the State equally deplores such an 
attempt. It would be a sorry day for Missouri if, 
by stripping the State patrol of the many poiice pow- 
ers it has exercised so long and so well, the State 
were deprived of this long arm of the law which is 


not stopped by county lines. 
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~ FAKE AUDITS IN THE HOD CARRIERS’ UNION. 

The bosses of the Hod Carriers and Common La- 
borers’ Union had a neat little device for satisfying 
their members’ curiosity, about the state of the or- 
ganization’s finances. Every few months, they would 
announce to a union meeting that.“the State Audi- 
tor had examined the books and found everything in 
This must have sounded official and 
reassuring to the rank and file, for apparently: no 
questions -were asked until the recent disclosures that 
led to embezzlement charges against four key figures 
in the union. 9 

Investigation by Acting Circuit Attorney Morris 
now shows this impressive “audit” to have been the 
shabbiest kind of fake. The alleged State official 
was merely an employe in the State Auditor's office. 
Instead of making an actual audit, this man has 
told Mr. Morris, he merely looked at the books per- 
functorily, and checked over some figures supplied 
by Edward Hill, president of the union, and Orville 
Golden, its secretary-treasurer, now suspended. The 
disclosure of this deception ought to have some 
weight with the misguided or intimidated union 
members who are still signing petitions and giving 
other support to the union bosses.

Tojo, Militarist and Anti-Democrat 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Dominant traits of new Premier are lust for power and faith in 
Japan’s mission to rule Asia, St, Louis writer says; a devotee of 
regimentation, and spokesman for army policy; hates Russia, but 
thinks Britain and America chief obstacles to Tokyo's ambitions.

HE Tokyo spokesman of Gen. Toshizo 

Nishio, leader of the Japanese army’s 

“control clique,”-in early 1941, was Eiki 
Tojo, a sturdy, bullet-headed disciplinarian, 
who came marching to fame along a road 
paved with espionage, loyalty to his “boss” 
and devotion to regimentation. ' 

Tojo has always been a Nishio man. When 
I first heard of-him in the summer of 1936, 
he was known as’the “bogy man” of Man- 
churia. As commander of the Kwantung 
army’s gendarmerie, his job was to. keep 
Nishio and Itagaki, Nishio’s Chief of Staff, 
posted on the fever charts of the younger 
officers. 

Tojo’s agents, Japanese newspaper men 
told me, were everywhere, from my own ho- 
tel room to the isolated border outposts, In 
his grim red brick headquarters there were 
said to be the dossiers of every officer in 
the Kwantung army. All feared Tojdé; Tojo 
feared no One save Nishio and Itagaki. 

He was.a grotesque, fearsome figure, with 
a short, powerful body and a belligerent jaw. 
Tojo’s dominant traits were lust for power 
and faith in Japan’s mission to rule Asia. 
With these qualities—and patrons—Tojo’s 
meteoric rise was assured, 

In 1938, when Itagaki was put at the head 
of the War Office, he appointed Tojo as his 
Vice-Minister. In this post Tojo was expect- 
ed to continue the useful tasks he had pur- 
sued earlier as head of gendarmerie. But, 
like a cowboy in a Park avenue drawing 
room, Tojo immediately stepped on tender 
toes. He was accustomed to dealing with 
Chinese puppets and errant younger offi- 
cers. Tokyo, on the other hand, demanded 
less bellowing and intimidation, more tact 
and diplomatic maneuvering, Frankly, Big 
Business and politicians did not like this 
‘enfant terrible from the: West. : 

* * * 


The break came in November, 1938. Tojo 
“invited” the owners and managers of mu- 
nitions plants to come to a “co-operation 
and seii-discipline meeting” in the Tokyo 
Army Club, The merchants of death came, 
fuming with anger. What they heard was 
not conducive to calmness, 

Tojo described the activities of the muni- 
tions makers as “tardy and inadequate.” He 
chided them for failure to “renovate living, 
economize and encourage thrift.” Some 
arms makers, he charged, were guilty of 
placing profits above national needs, thus 
“often sacrificing precious lives of our sol-. 
diers, instead of steel.” ’ 

The army, Tojo added, intended to regi- 
ment every activity, from the workers’ mo- 
rale (“clean amusement must be provided 
to renovate the life of the workers”) to the 
distribution of profits and dividends. Japan, 
he declared, was on the eve of a great 
crisis, in which she would have to tackle 
Russia as well 4s China. The army intend- 
ed to see to it that the munitions industry 
marched in step, : 

Big Business did not like the rebuke. Nor 
did the army moderates, who did not believe 


in rubbing the munitions makers the wrong. 


way. Wires were puHed; and 13 days after 
the speech Tojo, promoted out of the War 
Office, became head of’ the army air force, 

Tojo was no Goering, nor was Japan an- 
other Germany. The air force grew under 
‘Tojo, but 30 months later Japan was still 
& second-rater in aerial strength. When 
another Cabinet crisis arose in the summer

of 1940, however, politics were more im- 
portant than records of achievement. Nishio 


and Itagaki were casting about for a War | 


Minister whom they could trust beyond any 
doubt. Tojo was picked, 

Thus, in the eventful months of the séc- 
ond year of World War II, it was Tojo’s 
voice that sounded the army’s views, warn- 
ings and demands. Not surprisingly, Tojo 
maintained, togéther with Nishio, that the 
termination{ of the war in China was Ja- 
pan’s most Vg problem. This was nec- 
essary not only to end the severe drain on 
Japan’s resources, but algo to permit action 
in the South Seas. 

7 * * 

Tojo’s views on Russia suffered great 
modification between 1938 and 1941. He once 
classified Japan’s wars into two kinds: “or- 
dinary,” such as the invasion of China, and 
“titanic,” such as the campaign that Rus- 
sia and China were to wage jointly on un- 
prepared Japan. He still fears and hates 


Russia; but it is Britain and the United | 


States which he regards as the main obsta- 
cles to the establishment of “lasting peace.” 

Britain, he says, may court Japan’s favor, 
but “we must realize that such gestures are 
nothing but a plot to defend her interests in 
China and can. never be interpreted as a re- 
sult of proper appreciation of the new situa- 
tion in East Asia.” As to the United States, 
that cagey nation is even worse, for it “in- 
sists on the observance of the various trea- 
ties of the past ...-and shows no sign of 
recognizing any changes in the East Asiatic 
ecefie . ...” : 

Today, Tojo’s tasks are to keep the Cabi- 
net on the course prescribed by Nishio, to 
pursue an anti-democratic foreign policy, 
and to introduce Japan to the blessings of 
National Socialism.

William H. Welch, Pioneer 
In Modern Medical Teaching 


“William Henry Welch and the Meroic Age of Amer 


T. Fiexner. (Viking Press, New York.) 


HE public can be excused if books about 

doctors and by doctors no longer rouse 
fresh enthusiasm. There have been too 
many of them. This life of Dr. Welch, how 
ever, must necessarily be. an exception t 
any reader interested in the present forms) 
of medical education, and the present stané 
ards of American medical practice. 

It is an unemotional, factual depiction of 
the life of a man who was intimately con 
cerned in a development which in 4 sift» 
gle generation has made American medicine 
probably superior to that of any other n®& 
tion. It is at the same time a sort of tacit 
obituary to the type of medicine practiced 
by the much-beloved and too often eulogized

‘Dr. Welch had no great love for medicine 
as a boy. He drifted into it perhaps be 
cause of his father, who was a physician 
After graduating with honors at Yale, he 
completed the two-year medical course 4 
the Physicians and Surgeons’ College 3 
New York in 1875. At that time in this 
country, and for many years later, one 
could enter a medica) school directly from 
high school. A student bought tickets that 
admitted him to a series of lectures. That 
was his medical education. 

In Germany, however, things were differ 
ent, Medical schools were part of the un 
versities, and there were laboratories. Great 
discoveries were coming from these labore 
tories. Welch went to Germany. : 

Serious-minded, intelligent, with high 
ideals, he came in contact with many of the 
medical giants of that day. Welch received 
both an education and a great inspiration 
He returned in 1878 a marked man, for he 
had walked with the gods.

LaGuardia in New York City 

is a matter of national concern, 
not merely because the office is 
about second in importance in the 
United States, but because the real 
issue is between one of the most 
excellent independent governments 
in our time and a return to old- 
time machine politics. © 

Perhaps I-write with too much 

close. personal experience with the 
little dynamo of decency and gov- 
ernmental genius to be wholly ob- 
jective but I never wrote anything 
with more confidence in its cor- 
rectness. Older and more experi- 
enced commentators than I have 
said that he is the best Mayor 
New York ever had, but from my 
somewhat limited observation, I 
don’t know of any Mayor of any 
city and (I might add) any civil 
administration anywhere whose 
record can challenge his in excel- 
lence—prudence, courage, despisal 
of partisan influence in his job, 
fiscal soundness, unremitting work 
and energy, an expert’s knowledge 
of every aspect of his responsibil- 
ity and a complete performance of 
it. They don’t combine in any one 
man once in a blue moon, 


If it were not for the high char- 
acter of the men who oppose him, 
or are silent, he would win hands 
down. Gov. Lehmhkhn, Charlie Po- 
letti, his opponent O’Dwyer are 
above reproach—excellent men. 

But this in itself is, I think, his 
greatest tribute. They are the can- 
didates or exponents of the Demo- 
cratic. machine which, in the city 
means Tammany. There wasn’t a 
chance té beat him with any po- 
litical hack. His very record forced 
temporary decency even on his ene- 
mies. ~ 


LaGuardia has no machine and 
practically no organized partisan 
support. He simply stands there 
on his own unequaled record and 
the confidence of the people in 
him. It Should be enough, but it 
may not be so. Machine politics 
can be stronger than any indi- 
vidual. 


The Little Flower, thus standing 
alone, has been strong and the 
recipients of his strength are the 
people who are now silent. With- 
out his support Mr. Roosevelt would 
not have carried the State against 
Willkie. With his support, Tom 
Dewey would have been Governor 
over Lehman. He _ successfully 
stumped the country for Roosevelt. 

Where are some of these riders 
on the coattails of the Mayor now? 
In fear of the mid-term elections, 
they are either silent or in oppo- 
sition. In fact, some of the extra 
burdens this administration has 
put upon him in addition to his 
duties as Mayor are hurting him 
now. Chief of co-operation with 
Canada and civilian defense — 
footling, inconsequential jobs are 
diverting his time and bringing on 
him the political criticism “part- 
time Mayor.” 


As a matter of fact, when the 
President was fishing in Repub- 
lican pools for a Secretary of War 
and a Secretary of the Navy, he 
could have done far better to take 
the nominal Republican LaGuardia 
for either job than Knox or Stim- 
son, LaGuardia gets things done, 

In this emergency, LaGuardia 
can’t do otherwise than respond to 
calls of Government to these legser 
and shadowy services, but any- 
body who thinks that anything can 
make him neglect his duties as 
Mayor of New York City, doesn’t 
know him. To him, more than to 
any other man I have known, “a 
public office is a public trust.” It 
is more than that, it is a religion. 

I know all his peppery shortcom- 
ings better than most people. They 
don’t deserve a paragraph. He is 
sound at heart and they have no 
ultimate effect on his efficiency. 


I don’t know why I get so 
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velt They Accept Any Sac- 
rifice Demanded, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP), — 
More than 1000 Protestant bishops,. 
educators, clergymen and editors, 
in a petition to President Roose- 
velt, today pledged readiness to 
accept any sacrifice demanded of 
them in furthering aid to Russia. 
Urging the Chief Executive to 
act swiftly so that freedom “may 
march on its enemy and that it 
may march from Washington,” the 
Protestant leaders, from all parts 
of the country, said: 

“Our quarrel is with all who 
under whatever holy or unholy 
banner or on whatever good or evil 
pretext would join even for one 
instant with Hitler in his attempt 
to unwrite the history of four cen- 


turies of human tolerance and 
freedom. 

“You (Mr. Roosevelt) have 
undertaken to assist these defend- 
ers (Britain and its Allies) with 
material aid. We pledge you our 
moral support and our prayers 
that this aid be effective and 
lightning-swift. We join our peti- 
tions with those of the English 
church and the Russian orthodox 
church for the people of Russia, 
—* Red army ang the Soviet lead- 
e 


resentatives and the represent- 
atives of Great Britain have met 
with the heroic defenders of Rus- 


‘sia and have worked out quick 


and effective means of co-ordina- 
tion between the three countries 
to the end commonly desired, we 
. « » Want you to know that we 
shall not permit ourselves or our 
people to be confused by those 
opposing voices who although 
speaking the language of de- 
mocracy speak the mind of its 
enemy. 

“We believe with you that if 
Hitler can be stopped in Russia, a 
great victory will have been 
achieved for the western de 
mocracies, for the undaunted 
Chinese and for ourselves.”

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and-After Slides of Pel- 
lagra’ Treatment. 


Arresting before-and-after pho- 
tographs showing ravages of dis- 
eases of malnutrition and illustrat- 
ing quick and certain cures made 
by use of B-complex vitamins were 
shown today by Dr. Tom D. Spies 
of Cincinnati, who spoke to dele- 
gates to the twenty-fourth annual 
convention of the American Die- 
tetic Association at Hotel Jeffer- 
son. Dr. Spies described research 
conducted by him at Birmingham, 
Ala., in pellagra and related dis- 
eases of the under-nourished. 

“Ten years ago,” he said, “the 
death rate from these diseases was 
50 per cent among persons admit- 
ted to the hospital. The rate is 
now zero. We have not had a fa- 
tality in 7000 cases.” 

Pictures showed patients with 
advanced symptoms of pellagra, 
skin lesions, violently red tongues, 
and alimentary and nervous disor- 
ders. Cure describéd by the speak- 
er followed in. from a few hours to 
several days the introduction into 
the system of lacking nicotinic 
acid, Other pictures showed cured 
patients, all signs of original symp- 
toms gone. 

Riboflavin Deficiency. 

Riboflavin, another vitamin of 
the B-complex, was said by Dr. 
Spies to be perhaps the most com- 
mon dietary deficiency in the coun- 
try. It, too, can be supplied with 
striking resultant cures, he said. 

Dr. Spies said that once dietary 
deficiencies have been corrected 
“a great feeling of strength comes 
over the patient.” He described 
the ordinary diet of poor persons 
in the area of his research as in- 
adequate in,almost all constituents. 
The economic condition of the 


people is such, he added, as to 


make general dietary improve- 
ment difficult. 

He spoke, however, of a new 
process cf mixing 20 per cent 
yeast with peanut bitter in such 
a way as the yeast is not tasted. 
One sandwich of this mixture 
made with whole wheat or -en- 
riched bread, he declared, contains 
vitamins enough to be in many 
cases the difference between 
health and one of the deficiency 
diseases, The product is now be- 
ing sold commercially. 

Weevils Don’t Eat White Flour. 

Commenting on the value of for- 
tified bread, Dr. Spies said millers 
formerly favored white flour over 
whole: wheat because it traveled 
better and was not spoiled by 
weevils. “We have since learned,” 
he said, “that weevils don’t eat 
white flour, because it hasn't 
vitamins enough for them.”

ANKARA, Oct. 20 
(AP).—Yugoslavs who have es- 
caped to Turkey brought informa- 
tion today that their conquered 
homeland is rapidly being forced 
into open civil war by German 
repressive measures. 

They said whole Sections of the 
town of Sabac were destroyed 
when rebellious Chetniks, a secret 
order of guerrillas, became espe- 
cially active. 

Hundreds of Serbs are shot in 
Belgrade for every German soldier 
killed, and reprisals have been car- 
ried out on numerous villages, it 
Was said. 

These reprisals, forcing whole 
village populations to flee to the 
hills where they liye in defiance 
of any authority, and the order to 
the puppet government of Premier 
Milan Nedic compelling discharged 
Serb officers to join the forces of 
suppression or return to prison 
camps, were said to be factors en- 
couraging a state of civil war. 


Killing of 1000 Italians in Monte- 
negro Reported. 
LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).—Yugo- 
slav circles in London estimated 
tonight that more than 1000 Ital- 
ijians had. been killed. in recent 
fighting in Montenegro, part of 
former Yugoslavia now under Ital- 

ian occupation. 

Outbreaks in various parts of 
Yugoslavia — in Serbia, Bosnia, 
Herzegovina and Montenegro— 
have reached such proportions, 
these sources said, that Axis troops 
now are unable to cope with them. 


DOWLING’S $60,000 BOND 
CUT T0 $25,000 BY COURT 


Missouri Supreme Bench Orders 
Reduction for Man Awaiting 
Second Trial in Lee Baker Case. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 21.— 
The State Supreme Court today 
ordered that bond for Elmer Dow- 
ling, who is held in St. Louis 
County Jail at Clayton awaiting 
his second trial for assault to kill 
Louis Lee Baker, Negro witness in 
the Isadore Londe bombing case, 
be reduced from $60,000 to $25,000. 

The order was made after John 
L. Sullivan, attorney for Dowling, 
filed an application: before’ the 
court for a writ of habeas corpus 
for reduction of the bond, assert- 
ing that the $60,000 bond fixed by 
Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus 
was “excessive, oppressive and 
abusive” and denied Dowling his 
right to freedom and liberty. 

The Supreme Court last month 
reversed the conviction and 30-year 
sentence of Dowling for the at- 
tempted murder of Baker and re- 
manded the case for new trial. 
Dowling, who had served 16 
months of the sentence in the 
State penitentiary here, was re- 
turned to Clayton, but has been 
unable to furnish $60,000 bond. 
Prior to his first trial, Judge 
Witthaus set Dowling’s bond at 
$65,000 but the Supreme Court re- 
duced it to $30,000. 


COUNTY DECLARED DEFENSE 
HOUSING ‘CRITICAL AREA’ 


This Releases Priority-Affected 
Materials for Private 
Construction. 

St. Louis County has been de- 
clared a defense housing “critical 
area” by the division of defense 
housing co-ordination of the Office 
for Emergency Management, thus 
permitting release of. priority af- 
fected materials for privately fi- 
manced house construction, the 
County Court was notfied yester- 
day. 

The ruling is expected to facili- 
tate construction of residences in 
defense industry areas, where 
there now is a shortage of homes 
for workers. In the county these 
areas mainly are near Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, the small arms 
ammunition plant and the Emer- 
son Electric Co.’s new airplane gun 
turret plant. 

Homes constructed under the 
new ruling may not cost more 
than $6000, and rentals may not be 
more than $50 a month. St. Louis 
County is the fifth district in Mis- 
souri designated as a defense hous- 
ing “critical” area, the others be- 
ing St. Louis, Joplin-Neosho, 
Springfield and Wéynesville-Rolla.

Clerk Says He Was ‘Lucky’ to 
Shoot Armed Convict 
First. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 21 (AP) 
—A mild mannered prison record 
clerk told today how he killed two 
long-term convicts, saved the life 
of Warden Tom Gore and thwarted 
a prison break at the State peni- 
tentiary here. 

The clerk, James Glidewell, 40 
years old, shot the two men yes- 
terday as they stood at the prison 
gate with a pistol and an icepick 
jammed in Gore’s back, shouting: 

“Open the gate or we'll kill him!” 

Warden Gore was returning to 
his office when the men 4ap- 
proached and handed him a note. 
The warden said he thought the 
note was “just some complaint un- 
til I felt the pistol and icepick in 
my back, then I knew what was 
happening.” 

The note said: “Warden: Keep 
your hands down. Our freedom or 

your life. Which is it?” 
The convicts were William 
O’Day, 40, and James E. Charle- 
son, 23. 

After the shooting, Glidewell, un- 
ruffled and calm, related that he 
was attracted to the gate by noises. 

“T went out,” he said, “saw 
what the situation was and yelled 
to the men, who kept shouting 
they were going to kill the warden, 
to wait; that we would open the 
gate. 

“Then I ran into my office, got 
my pistol and returned. I ordered 
the gate opened, pushed into the 
trap (space between the inner and 
outer gates) and shot O’Day in 
the left chest. Just as I shot him, 
Warden Gore grabbed the pistol 
and then I shot Charleson. It was 
just a lucky break that I shot the 
man with the pistol first.” 

Prison records showed O’Day 
was a native of Butler County,

They think the only way to write a commercial for 
a radio program or the copy for a newspaper ad, is to pile on 
such words as “stupendous, gigantic and colossal,” failing to 
realize that this very process psychologically “vaccinates” the 
public against “taking” their sales story: ‘Sincerity is seldom 
linked with superlative adjectives.

Foods High in Vitamin C 


By Forrest Williams. 


T is important that nursing 
mothers should be assured. of 
their adequate daily intake of~ 


,¥ itamin C.. They pass on this im- 


portant vitamin to the baby in the 
milk. Hence, mothers whose diet 
is lacking in Vitamin C deprive 
their babies of something they 
need. But even with a sufficient 
content of Vitamin C in mother’s 
milk, many infants need added 
amounts after they reach the age 
of six months. And babies fed 
from bottles require an assured 
supply of this vitamin early in life. 
Even at its best, milk is not a good 
source of Vitamin C, and when 
cow’s milk is pasteurized a high 
percentage of the Vitamin C is 
lost. When milk is boiled this vita- 
min can be lost unless care is 
taken to bring the milk to boil 
quickly, let it continue for not 
more than three minutes, and use

Fruits and 
vegetables with 25 to 100 milli- 
grams in the average portion in- 
clude: Avocadoes, red currants, 
gooseberries, ‘lemons,. mangoes,

They 
never got together alone once, 
Hitler met Mussolini early yester- 
day morning at Kufstein and they 
made their plans. Daladier and 
Chamberlain arrived by separate 
planes and didn’t even deem it 
useful to lunch together yesterday 
to map out their strategy. 

Czecho-Slovakia, which is asked 
to make all the sacrifices so that 
Europe may have peace, was not 
consulted. Their two representa- 
tives were told at 1:30 a. m. that 
Czecho-Slovakia would have to ac- 
cept, told not by Hitler, but by 
Chamberlain and Daladier! Cham- 
berlain, looking more than ever 
like some bird, seemed particu- 
larly pleased with himself when he 
returned to the Regina Palace 
Hotel after the signing early this 
morning, though he was a_ bit 
sleepy, pleasantly sleepy. 

Daladier, on the other hand, 
looked a completely beaten and 
broken man. He came over to the 
Regina to say good-by to Cham- 
berlain. A bunch of us were wait- 
ing as he came down the stairs. 
He turned as if to say something, 
but he was too tired and defeated. 
He stumbled out the door in si- 
lence. The French say he fears to 
return to Paris, thinks a hostile 
mob will get him. How. different 
Hitler at 2 this morning! After 
being blocked from the Fuehrer- 
haus all evening, I finally broke in 
just as he Was leaving. Followed 
by Goering, Ribbentrop, Goebbels, 
Hess, and Keitel, he brushed past 
me like the conqueror he is this 
morning. I noticed his swagger. 
The tic was gone! As for Mus- 
solini, he pulled out early, cocky 
as a rooster. 


(Later) — Chamberlain, appar- 
ently realizing his diplomatic an- 
nihilation, has pulled a very clever 
face-saving stunt.

France will not move a 
finger. Ed Murrow telephones that 
the reaction in London is the same 
—that Chamberlain in Commons 
this afternoon even went so far 
as to say that he refused to asso- 
ciate himself with any charges of 
a breach of faith by Hitler. Good 
God! 


Paris, March 22.—Someone — I 
think it was Pertinax, who is just 
back from London—told me yes- 
terday a weird tale of how Cham- 
berlain suddenly reversed his whole 
position last Friday in his Bir- 
mingham speech. Two days before, 
he had told Commons that he would 
not charge Hitler with bad faith. 
In Birmingham he severely de- 
nounced Hitler for “treaty-break- 
ing.” Pertinax says that Sir Hor- 
ace Wilson had actually drafted 
the Birmingham speech for the 
Prime Minister along the appease- 
ment lines, but that half the Cab- 
inet and most of the leading Lon- 
don newspaper editors were so up 
in arms when they heard of it that 
Chamberlain suddenly felt forced 
to reverse his whole policy and ac- 
tually wrote most of his new 
speech on the train en route to 
Birmingham. 

Berlin, April 1.—Hitler very belli- 
cose today (in a speech at Wil- 
helmshaven), obviously in a rage 
against Chamberlain who in the 
House yesterday enunciated at last 
a complete change in British for- 
eign policy and announced that 
Britain would go to the aid of 
Poland if Polish independence 
were threatened. Off to Warsaw 
tomorrow to see when the German 
attack is expected. 


Warsaw, April 2.—Attended a 
pitiful air-show this Sunday after- 
noon, my Polish friends apologiz- 
ing for the cumbersome slow 
bombers and the double-decker 
fighters—-all obsolete, They showed 
a half dozen modern fighters that 
looked fast enough, but that was 
all. How can Poland fight Ger- 
many with such an air force? 

Warsaw, April 6.—Beck has been 
in London and tonight we have an 
Anglo-Polish communique an- 
nouncing that the two countries 
will sign a permanent agreement 
providing for mutual assistance in 
case of an attack on either of 
them by a third power. I think 
this will halt Hitler for the time 


being, since force is Something he 
understands and respects and 
there is no doubt in my mind 
after a week here that the Poles 
will fight and that if Britain and 
France fight too, he is in a hole. 
I feel uneasy about three things 
only: Poland’s terrible strategic 
position since Germany (with Po- 
land's help and encouragement!) 
moved her army into the Protec- 
torate and Slovakia, thus flanking 
this country on the south (it is 
already flanked on the north by 
East Prussia); the West Wall, 
which, when completed next win- 
ter, will discourage France and 
Britain from attacking Germany in 
the west and thereby aiding Po- 
land; and, finally, Russia. 
x * * 

ERLIN,- April 28.—Hitler in the 

Reichstag today denounced a 

couple more treaties. He de- 
nounces the naval accord with Brit- 
ain on the grounds that London’s 
“encirclement policy” has put it 
ouf of force—a flimsy excuse. The 
second treaty denounced, the 1934 
pact with Poland, is more serious, 
the excuse, incidentally, being the 
game. Hitler in his speech reveals 
the content of his “offer’ to Po- 
land: Danzig to,be returned to 
“Germany, and the Reich given an 
extra-territorial road through the 
corridor to East Prussia.

Danzig, Aug. 11—For a place 
where the war is supposed to be 
about to break out, Danzig does 
not quite live up to its part. Like 
the people in Berlin, the local in- 
habitants don’t think it will come 
to war.

Economical Menus

ROILED grapefruit is ‘still a 
Broveity to most folks. This 

epicure’s dish may be served 
for breakfast if you like, but it’s 
nice when you want grapefruit for 
dessert, either at luncheon or din- 
ner. Sugaring and heating takes 
the sharp edge off the grapefruit 
acid, yet brings out its flavor. 
Broiled grapefruit should be served 
fresh from the broiler—and it will 
be most thoroughly appreciated 
when it has been carefully pre- 
pared by removing the core and 
clipping the membranes around 
the sides, to avoid the necessity 
for digging into the hot, juicy 


fruit. 
Broiled Grapefruit. 

Cut grapefruit in two. Remove 
core by clipping around it with 
kitchen shears; lift out. With 
grapefruit knife or sharp paring 
knife, cut sections loose around 


sides. Sprinkle each half with 
white or light brown sugar, using 
one to three teaspoons on each, 
according to sweetness desired, 
and dot with one-half teaspoon 
butter for each half. Place under 
broiler for about 10 minutes, until 
warm through and browned around 
edges. Overcooking tends to make 
the grapefruit slightly bitter; it 
should be heated just until warm 
and until sugar is well melted,

That’s why ... because 
underneath, there’s a frightened, 
lonely child who will never grow 
up... reaching frantically for a 
hand in the dark. 

And, somehow, you can’t con- 
demn them quite as sternly when 
you know that fact. Chances are 
it even quickens your heart to a 
friendlier understanding. For when 
the curtains are drawn and you’re 
all alone, sometimes you're fright- 
ened, too.

A few lessons on “Don’t 
touch,” and “No” will set the idea.

This early teaching is important 
for reasons other than those in- 
volved in property rights. If a 
child grows up in the habit of tak- 
ing hold of whatever attracts him, 
doing with it as he pleases, using 
it for his own pleasure, regardless 
of its owner’s rights or feelings, 
he will get into serious difficulties 
because he does not know the 
meaning of his actions. 

Taking what does not belong to 
one is called stealing. A more 
polite term for it when it is done 
by children is pilfering. The idea 
behind both terms is the same and 
the reaction of society toward 
them is exactly the same. One of 
the Ten Commandments is, “Thou 
shalt not steal.” Children do not 
know and cannot be expected to 
know, that helping themselves to 
what they see is related to the sin 
of stealing. We know, and we 
must see that the children learn 
early to let things alone,

TEACH THEM to ask always, if 
they may have the thing they 
want; to ask politely of the owner 
if they may use it. It is easy to 
teach a 33-year-old child to say, 
“Please may I look at your book? 
Your specs? Your old hat? Your 
box of shells.” Once the child 
learns to do that he is well on 
the road toward knowing the dif- 
ference between his belongings 
and those of other folk which is 
a great moral fact. 

Then teach him not to borrow. 
Only in emergency is borrowing to 
be allowed and the emergency 
must be real. Going without is a 
wholesome incentive to getting for 
oneself what is needed, another 
wholesome moral fact. What is 
borrowed must be returned imme- 
diately after use. Immediately. 

Mother and father, if need be, 
should know about borrowed ar- 
ticles and make certain they are 
returned promptly. It would be 
a grave mistake to allow a child 
to borrow another’s bicycle, keep 
it for days, use it -whenever con- 
venient and return it only when 
its owner called for it. That is 
bad teaching because it contra- 
dicts the wholesome moral fact we 
have accepted.

ASK FOR PERMISSION before 
using anything belonging to any- 
body else including the members 
of the family. Don’t borrow. If 
borrow you must, return the ar- 
ticle immediately after use. If 
those ideas are set in the mind of 
a little child his people will have 
no trouble about his pilfering. 

The parents must set the back- 
ground. They must ask the child's 
permission before using his things. 
Always. Neglect of this principle 
teaches a child to take where he 
has the power to take. “Mine” 
has the same meaning to a child 
as it has to a grown-up.
